'bear' in the luxury market and a 'bull' in the Liberty Bond Jlai' 
k$t.

Trails are niipnrent on both banKB 
of the Mondmlnoo river, which waslt- 
sf'lf B Rroat \Milcr trail. A thicd trail 
ran down llic hank of r.rcon hay to- 
ward the I'pshtiKo river: another-trall 
led from the falls of tlie I'eshtlso to 
the month of the stream. Another 
aborlKlnnI trail extended from I'ock- 
ety Nock toward I..ake Nociine hay- 
partly a land route and partly a waier 
route.

Toronto— Canada's achievements In 
the 'four years of the war arc stated 
hy the dire(;lor iir.inihllc Informalion 
as follows : 

Canada entered tbe war with a re- 
Kular army of only .1,00(1 men. At the 
beinnlng of last month she had sent 
overseas not less than SilO,006 sol- 
diers, and on the same date there 
were In this country over 60,000 men 
being trained for service In France. 
This makes a total army of over 460.- 
000* 

Canadian soldlefs to the number of 
43.000 have given their Uvea to the 
cause. Of these 27.040 have been kill- 
ed in artlon; O.L'SO have died of 
wounds; '.'.;'.'.7 have died of disease: 
r>.ot2 are iirrsnriuMl to he dead. 

The names of li:!.eoT soldiers have 
appeared in the casnally lists as 
wounded or alck. Between .".O.ihmi and 
10.000 of these have returne<I to duty; 
about r.O.OOO have been sent back to 
Canada as imflt for further service; 
2.224 Canadians are still In German 
or neutral military prisons, and 384 
are set down as missing.

riullimnre. August 28~Senator Ollle 
M. .lames of Kentucky, who was a 
piilient nt Johns Hopkiiifl hospital lu 
this city for several months, suffering 
from a general nervous hreakdown 
and other ailments, died at snr. 
o'clock this morning. In the last week 
the condition of the noted Kentucky 
statesman took a decided turn for the 
worse, and only his great vitality kept 
him alive so long. When the end came 
Mrs. James, wife of the Rentucklan, 
was at the bedside of her husband, as 
was also a brother of the senator, 
Edward James. 

Senator James was one of the~1ead- 
ers of the Democratic party and long 
a dominant figure In Kentucky poll- 
ties. He sorvc'il (he rdiisociillve terms 
as n memlicr of Cniiijress from the 
First Kentucky District, was elected 
United States senator hv the Ci iicral 
ASBPmhly in and was renomi- 

nated for that ofllce by a large vote at 
the Stnte-wlde primary on Aiicnst 
last. He was born In rriiteiiden 
county, Kentucky, July 27. 1871. 

Senator James was married on De- 
cember 2, 1908, to Miss Ruth Thom- 
as, daughter of R. T. Thomas of 
Marlon, Ky,, who suryives him. There 
were' no children. Senator James be- 
came ill early in February. On Feb- 
ruary 17th htTwas forced to his bed 
by acute Inflammation of the kidneys, 
but he was mikI iitlendlng to his 
business ai;alii llircc weeks Inter. Fin- 
ally his condition heranie snch that lie 
was sent to Johns Hopkins, where he 
nnilerwrnl several mliiiir dperations. 
I^ter hlood transtuslon was altompt- 
od in the battle to save his life.

I 
know (hat under the existing condi- 
tions, when wages ar^ high, there is 
a great temptation to many to allow 
the dollar In the immediate view to 
cover the ability of making several 
dollars in a more remote period. It 
is said that you can take a dime and 
by holding It close to yotitweye can 
cover the sun. Honietlnies parents 
get an nhnornial idea of tlie import- 
ance of the Immediate dollar and al- 
low It to fore shadow the preparation 
aflordlni; the ahllily to make many 
linii'S that amount. Vestnrdav's paper 
slated that High School hoys over IS 
are exiiecleil io fliilih their High 
S<diool work and graduate. To bo 
sure, they will have to register when 
Registration Day comes, but will, no 
doubt, be given deferred classification 
until they have completed their High 
School course. This war has no par- 
allel in its demands for people with 
brains, 'in fact, the wars of today 
are merely gigantic struggles of the 
win power and intelligence or tne 
great nations.'
